Guy A. Ciocca, 52, a promi­ 
nent attorney in San Rafael, 
the city of his birth, died at 
1:40 p.m. yesterday in a local 
hospital. 
Ciocca, suffering from leu­ 
kemia, had been hospitalized 
since July 25. 
Ciocca was a life-time resi­ 
dent of Marin County. He was 
a graduate of San Rafael High 
School. During his student days 
at the University of California 
at Berkeley he was a member 
of the crew team and Theta 
Chi social fraternity. In 1931 
he received a bachelor of arts 
degree and subsequently at­ 
tended Boalt Hall Law School 
at the university, receiving his 
law degree in 1934, While at 
law school he was a member 
of the legal fraternity, Phi Al­ 
pha Delta. 
In 1940, Ciocca became po­ 
lice judge in San Rafael and 
served on the bench for the 
next 12 years. He was also the 
first executive director of the 
Marin County Housing Authori­ 
ty, resigning in 1947 as direc­ 
tor, to remain the authority’s 
legal counsel until his death.

(A))— Warned that world war 
might erupt if the Congo 
crisis is not solved, the Secur­ 
ity Council early today called 
for Belgian troops to give way 
to U.N. forces immediately in 
secessionist Katanga province.

It specified that the 12,000- 
man force would not. “be used 
to influence the outcome of any 
internal conflict.”

ICBM Fired 


On 7,000-Mile 


Atlantic Flight 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UPI) 
—The Air Force fired an Atlas 
intercontinental ballistic mis 
sile today on an intended 7,000 
mile flight — second longest 
ICBM shot ever attempted over 
the Atlantic missile range. 
The Atlas aimed a dummy 
warhead at a target in the 
South Atlantic, south of Brit­ 
ish-held St. Helena island off 
the west coast of Africa. 
The giant rocket thundered 
off its pad at 1:09 p.m. Anoth­ 
er Atlas flew 9,000 miles last 
May 20 to the Indian Ocean off 
the tip of Africa, 
Main purpose of the flight 
today, the Air Force said, was 
to show the “versatility” of the 
Atlas. 
The Atlas, carrying about L- 
000 pounds of test equipment in 
its 12-foot Mark III nose cone, 
rose smoothly in a gush of 
smoke and flame, it picked up 
speed and arched to the south­ 
east as its 360.000-pound-thrust 
engines built up full power. 
The 85-foot rocket appeared 
to be traveling normally as it 
passed the 65-second mark — 
the point where another Atlas 
booster blew up about two 
weeks ago with an instrument­ 
ed Project Mercury man-into- 
space capsule on its nose. 
Within five minutes, the mis­ 
sile had disappeared high in a 
blue sky. 
The slender nose cone was 
supposed to make the long hop 
in about 40 minutes, soaring 
about 700 miles above the earth 
at a speed of more than 17,000 
statute miles per hour. 
Tracking planes and ships 
were stationed near the target 
area to study the nose cone as 
it plunged back to earth. How­ 
ever, the Air Force said there 
would be no attempt to recov­ 
er either the nose cone

Confession’ 


With Caution 


WASHINGTON (HP!) — The 
United States said today an al­ 
leged “confession” by U-2 pilot 
Francis G. Powers should be 
judged in the light of the fact 
that he has been under “ex­ 
clusive control” of Soviet au­ 
thorities.

Boat Accident Statistics 
Will Bring New Regulations 


Statistics are a powerful weapon in 
the fight to reduce our tragic highway 
accident tolls. 
K eeping track of the num ber of ac­ 
cidents, the num ber of serious injuries 
and the num ber of deaths gives us 
totals that dramatically remind

More com plex statistical data enable 
highw ay engineers to design safer roads 
, and enable police to 
promulgate 
im ­ 
proved regulations and enforcem ent. 
This has all been going on for sever­ 
al decades and collectively has acted 
as a brake on our highway 
accident 
tolls. 
Until 
recently, 
there 
hasn't 
been 
anything like this in the field of small 
boat accident prevention. There was no 
central agency to collect statistics on a 
state-wide basis. The growing num ber 
o f small boaters included many unaware 
of the hazards involved. Even such or- 
: ganizations as the Coast Guard Auxili- 


ary and the U. S. Power Squadrons had 
scant statistical information on which 
to base their safety campaigns. 
N ow that is going to be changed. 
The State Division of Small ('raft 
Harbors is beginning to collect boat ac­ 
cident inform ation, now required 
by 
state law to be reported. 
In a prelim inary release of figures 
for the first four months since accident 
reports have been required, the small 
craft division listed 28 deaths and 75 
injuries in small boat mishaps. A total 
of 180 accidents were reported. 
As the flow of reports catches up w ith 
the higher sum m er use of boats, we ex ­ 
pect the death am i injury toll w ill rise 
much, much higher. 
So the first big step has been taken 
toward use of statistics as a weapon in 
the fight to reduce boat accidents. 
We rather imagine that the statistical 
data will be the basis for proposing new 
regulatory legislation covering boat op­ 
eration, w hen our state legislature con­ 
venes next year.

John Ken­ 
neth Gailbraith is a tall, sar­ 
donic, witty Harvard profes­ 
sor of economics who alarms 
almost everybody. 
He alarms other economies 
professors because he obsti­ 
nately writes the English lan­ 
guage, which is held to be 
grossly 
immoral 
in 
every 
proper 
economics 
depart­ 
ment. lie alarms liberals be­ 
cause he is not mushily hu­ 
manitarian, in the fashionable 
left-wing way. But above all, 
he alarms conservatives. 
Galbraith is becoming the 
new ogre of American busi 
nessmen, b e c a u s e he is 
thought to be a dangerous 
left-winger, and because he 
is well known to be one of 
Sen. John F. Kennedy’s chief 
economic advisers, America 
sternly Gailbraith-ized by a 
Kennedy victory, with not a 
.single yacht, or quail shoot, 
or dividend loft in the land — 
that 
j s the grim vision which 
now haunts great numbers of 
prosperous persons. 


IF READING BOOKS were 
not becoming such an out-of- 
date 
pastime, 
the simplest 
remedies for these nightmares 
would be to read what Gal­ 
braith has written. Just for 
the jokes, it is well worth do­ 
ing, as the following passage 
on the nature of vested inter­ 
est may perhaps suggest: 
“The nature of a vested in­ 
terest has an engaging flexi­ 
bility . . . in ordinary inter­ 
course it is an improper ad­ 
vantage enjoyed by a political 
minority to which 1 he speaker 
does not himself belong. When 
the speaker er joys it, it ceases 
to be a vested interest and 
becomes a hard-won reward. 
When a vested interest is en­ 
joyed not by a mi non tv but 
by a majority, it is a human 
right.” 
Maybe the jokes are the 
real source of conservative 
alarm 
about 
Galbraith. 
In 
modern America, we do not 
suffer wits gladly. At any 
rate, if you take a careful 
look at his “Affluent Society” 
and his more recent “Liberal 
Hour,” you will find a system 
of ideas that logically ought 
to enrage thn left far more 
than it disturbs the right. 


TO BE SI RE. the 
basic 
proposition of the “Affluent 
Society” is unsettling. Amer­ 
ica, says Galbraith, is now* too 
rich and comfortable to re­ 
gard constantly unceasing pro­ 
duction of increasingly super­ 
fluous consumer goods as our 
main end and purpose. The 
time has come. Galbraith sug­ 
gests, to think about buying 
more schoolrooms instead of 
more tail fins. And this of 
course requires much heavier 
investments in what he calls 
the “public sector.” 
This central idea, that it is 
needful to 
increase invest­ 
ment in the public sector, is 
the source of the conservative 
outcry against Galbraith. But 
if conservative persons will 
only read on, to discover howr 
Galbraith proposes to increase 
public investment, they are 
likely to have more mixed re-

It just 
will not work he warns. 


IF GALBRAITH had 
his 
way, the vast existing loop­ 
holes would certainly be clos­ 
ed. Personal and corporate 
tax rates might perhaps be 
raised toward the pre-Eisen­ 
hower levels.

yachts and 
quail shoots in plenty.

Senator Says Missing 
Herter Warns 


Pair Could Aid Reds 
U.S. Foreign 


WASHINGTON OJPD — Sen. 
Richard B. Russell said yester­ 
day that two missing National 
Security 
Agency 
mathemati­ 
cians could be useful to the 
Communists even if they did 
not carry any U.S. secrets be­ 
hind the Iron Cwrtain. 


The Georgia Democrat, chair­ 
m an of the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee, implied the 
Communists c o u l d use the 
m en’s talents either to help 
break U.S. codes or to aid the 
Russians in developing their 
own. 


The men are Bernon F. Mit­ 
chell, 31, of Eureka, once a 
resident of San Rafael, and Wil­ 
liam H. Martin, 29, of Ellens- 
burg, Wash. They are life-long 
friends, bachelors and ex-Navy 
employees. 
The Defense Departm ent an­ 
nounced Friday that they had 
been traced to Mexico and then 
Cuba and that it was likely 
they had “gone behind the Iron 


Curtain.” They dropped from | 
sight June 24 after announcing ; 
they planned to visit their par-; 
ents. 
Although the National Secu­ 
rity Agency is one of the na­ 
tion’s best guarded intelligence 
groups, it is known that it deals 
among other things with codes 
and cryptography. Mitchell and 
Martin were employed in ‘‘lim­ 
ited areas of communications 
statistical work,” according to 
the Defense Department. 
Russell said their disappear­ 
ance is under “most intensive” 
investigation. 
He made the statement after 
meeting for more than two 
hours with Air Force Secretary 
James H. Douglas and officials 
of the Air Force operated in­ 
telligence agency. 
Russell said the disappear­ 
ance also is under investigation 
by the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation, the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency and military in­ 
telligence agencies.

Red-Dominated Conference 
Asks Complete Disarmament 


TOKYO (UPD—The Commun­ 
ist-dominated sixth world con­ 
ference against atomic and hy­ 
drogen bombs ended today with 
a demand for “sincere and suc­ 
cessful negotiations” in the 
next United Nations General 
Assembly session for “total and 
complete disarmam ent.” 
The demand was contained 
in a 21-point resolution that 
bitterly attacked the United 
States and its W estern Allies 
as “forces of war and aggres­ 
sio n ” 
The conference, which began 
here last week, adopted the 
resolution without opposition. 
The resolution demanded a 
ban on ail types of nuclear ex­ 
plosions and strongly protested 
against “the U.S. government’s 
intention to resum e tests.” 
“We demand that an agree­ 
m ent for a perm anent ban on 
nuclear tests be reached on the 
basis on term s already agreed 
upon at the conference in Gen­ 
e v a /’ the resolution stated. 
The delegates from some 28 
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f countries unanimously adopted 
| the resolution, which called for 
“the governments of all the 
•world (to) create a favorable 
i situation for the resumption of 
the summit conference bv aban­ 
doning all evil intentions such 
as spy flights, and stopping 
every action which will lead to 
more tension.”

If Kennedy does not have to 
return to Washington, he will

WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
United States told Russia today 
it would not be “deflected by 
I Soviet 
threats” from 
giving 
Polaris missiles to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Orcanizafcons. 
In a note delivered to the 
¡Kremlin and made public to-j 
day, this government accusedj 
Moscow of pursuing a “policy 
of threats” to stir up world ten­ 
sions. 
The United States has been 


negotiating to arm NATO with 
land-based Polaris m i s s i l e s 
since April when Defense Sec­ 
retary Thomas S. Gates Jr. of­ 
fered the missiles at a NATO 
meeting. 
The 
land-based 
Polaris, a 
relative of the Polaris missiles 
now being tested in nuclear 
submarines, is hot expected to 
be ready until 1963. 
Russia complained in a July 
19 note that the NATO Polaris 


negotiations threatened peace 
and constituted rearm ing of 
West Germany. 


Today's 
note 
replied 
that 
Russia is equipping its armies 
with modern weapons. 


“The Soviet government ap­ 
pears to contend,” it said, “that 
it can pursue this course of ac­ 
tion, and moreover do so in an 
atmosphere of strictest secrecy, 
while denying the NATO mem­ 


ber countries the right to pro­ 
vide 
for their common 
de­ 
fense.” 
“The United States and its 
allies,” the note said, “will not 
be deflected from taking joint­ 
ly measures they deem neces­ 
sary for their defense.” 
It is Russia, the note said, 
which is stirring world ten­ 
sions by “repeated threats” to 
take “unilateral action.” 
The note referred to Soviet 


| Prem ier Nikita S. Khrushchev’i 
■recent threat to shoot rockets 
at the United States if it inter- 
venes in Cuba. 


It said the United States “re­ 
grets” that Russia “has chosen 
to pursue a policy of threats, of 
unilateral action and deliber­ 
ate distortion of truth which is 
not conducive to an improve­ 
ment in the international at­ 
mosphere.” 


Mrs. Bostwick To Mark Years 


As Director Of Humane Society

Some people have babies left 
on their doorstep, but with Mrs. 
Stewart A. Bostwick of Mill Val­ 
ley it's dogs and cats. 
“I must have placed hun­ 
dreds of them in Mill Valley 
homes, she said. 
A born organizer, Mrs. Bost- 
wiek finds her Humane Society 
work one of her most worth­ 
while activities, and this month 
will celebrate her 25th year as 
0 director of the Marin County 
Humane Society and founder of 
its Mill Valley Auxiliary. 
The rummage sale scheduled 
by the Auxiliary for Aug. 22 
through 24 at the Outdoor Art 
Clubhouse will be the latest of 
many she has organized as a 
benefit for the work of the so­ 
ciety. 
“We used to give card par­ 
ties, fashions shows and many 
other kinds of affairs, but we 
found that we made more mon-! 
ey in three days with less work 
on a rummage sale than in any 
other way, and we have stayed 
with them,” Mrs. Bostwick ex­ 
plained. 
“I've always loved animals,” 
she went on, “particularly hors­ 
es, which I had as pets and for 
riding, and I was forever rescu­ 
ing dogs and cats. 
“I first started work on an 
organized basis when I become 
a director of the Marin County 
Humane Society, and I have 
been with it ever since.” 
But this is only one of this 
remarkable woman’s interests. 
TENNIS PLAYER 
In 1929, when she was a 
champion tennis player, she 
founded the Mill Valley Tennis 


I Club, and it was on a tennis 
court that she met her hus­ 
band, son of the Frank Fish 
Bostwicks, who were among the 
first settlers in Mill Valley. 
As a longtime member of the 
Outdoor Art Club, Helen Bost­ 
wick is known as chairman of 
the dramatics section of its an­ 
nual “Jinx” for most of the 
time since she joined, and as 
the reorganizer of the garden 
section in 1950 after it had 
been inactive for some years. 
She was one of the early 
members of the Rector’s Guild 
of the Mill Valley Episcopal 
Church of Our Saviour. 
Always 
interested 
in 
the 
plight of the less fortunate, she 
organized during World War 
II a group of people who went 
regularly to visit the Lucas Val­ 
ley home, for she felt the old 
folks were the really forgotten 
ones at that time. 
She also is noted for flower 
arranging 
and 
cooking and 
bakes a famous lemon mer­ 
ingue pie. Since she plays the 
piano by ear, she can be the 
life of the party when she sits 
down to rattle off jazz tunes. 
Despite all of these interests 
and hobbies she found time to 
serve on the grand jury for 
one year and covered Mill Val­ 
ley society for Florence Don­ 
nelly when Mike Fessier, now 
a noted Hollywood W Titer. was 
editor of the Independent-Jour- 
nal. 
Biographically these are the 
highlights of her story. 
Born in Benicia, Calif., Helen 
McCarthy lived in San Fran­ 
cisco principally until her mar­ 
riage to Stew'art A. Bostwick, 


who was in the import and ex­ 
port business with his father 
in San Francisco. 
They settled in the old fam- 
iily summer home in Mill Val­ 
ley known as “Blink Bonnie” 
on Lovell and Cornelia Ave­ 
nues. After a year they went 
to the Orient and spent three 
years there. 
DEEP IMPRESSION 
“I saw so much cruelty to 
animals 
then” she recalled, 
that it made a deep impression 
on me, but. of course, the peo­ 
ple themselves weren't much 
better off.” 
Returning to Mill Valley the 
Bostwicks resided at the old 
family home again. For many 
years they put on theatricals, 
with Mrs. Bostwick both acting 
and directing, and it was this 
experience that formed the bas­ 
is for her work with the Out­ 
door Art Club's dramatics. 
The 
Bostwicks 
had 
three 
children, Mrs. Frank Lohman 
of Saratoga, Calif., Mrs. Stan­ 
ley brooks of Mill Valley, and 
John Stewart, a captain in the 
U.S. Marine Corps, who was 
killed in Korea in 1952. 
Her husband died in 1953, 
and for the last two and a half 
years she has lived at 120 Wal­ 
nut Avenue in Mill Valley, the 
place where the dogs and cats 
are left on her doorstep. 
Among the things she is in­ 
terested in for the future are 
educational work in the schools 
to prevent cruelty to animals, 
and perhaps writing some stor­ 
ies for children. 
“You get as much out of life 
as you put into it,” is her phi­ 
losophy.

Toehold In Shoe Market 


MADRID (DPI)—An American 
expert on footwear is perking 
up the Spanish shoe trade. 
Dr. Louis G. Feman, of Ja­ 
maica, N.Y., is helping Spain’s 
shoemakers 
modernize 
their 
craft in order to sell more shoes 
in the United States. 


Feman has been here for a 
year working for the Interna­ 
tional Cooperation Administra­ 
tion, 
analyzing the 
nation’s 
shoe industry, and suggesting 
changes to makers who want to 
sell in America. 
In November, 1959, Feman 
sent an exhibit of Spanish-made 
shoes to a national shoe fair 
in Chicago. 
T|ie display of shoes made by 
the 350 shoemakers from the 
town of Elda w7as the outstand­ 
ing exhibit of the fair, Feman 
6aid in an interview7.

Spain is a land of small shoe 
factories. 
There 
are 
nearly 
1,500 shoe plants, but only sev­ 
en of them make more than 
500 to 1,000 pairs of shoes a 
day. The next 120 plants make 
from 100 to 500 pairs a day, 
while the remainder make less 
than 100 pairs a day. 
Spain's shoe factories pro­ 
duced nearly 600 million pairs 
of shoes in 1958, an average 
of 434,000 pairs a factory. 


But, Feman said, there is 
more to shoemaking than mass 
production. His task, he said is 
not to concentrate on increas­ 
ing the volume of shoes made. 
“Spanish 
craftsmanship in 
shoemaking is the best in the 
world and that fine feeling for 
good handiwork should never 
be lost,” he said. “But the shoe 
economy here does need a 
booster shot. 


“My job is to modernize tra­ 
dition Spanish craftsmanship so 
Americans can have shoes that 
fit, w7ell, yet have the benefit 
of careful handiwork.” 


One of the biggest problems 
was the poor fit of Spanish 
shoes by American standards. 
They are made here in one 
width in wiiole sizes, and on 
lasts w7hich don’t allow7 narrow­ 
er heel fittings. 


Feman outlined this prob­ 
lem to the Spanish producers 
who are now7 making shoes for 
the U.S.

Smooth - talking “referral” | 
salesmen are still shanghaiing | 
consumers into debt in Bay i 
Area communities, State Con­ 
sumer Counsel Helen Nelson 
announced today. 
Capt. Charles E. Brown, Rich­ 
mond Chief of Police and Cap-i 
tain Kingsley Perkins of the 
Richmond Police Department 
promised a full investigation 
and immediate action on any 
complaints they receive from 
consumers who are approached 
or have been victimized by 
these living-room racketeers. 
Mrs. Nelson said these latest 
instances of “suede-shoe” oper­ 
ations had not been reported 
to her when she said Monday \ 
that the practice of “shanghai-! 
ing consumers in their living: 
rooms" is “about extinct” in j 
California. 
The very next day she was 
contacted by Marjorie Nowell, 
a Richmond attorney, who re­ 
ported that several families 
have recently sought her help 
after being victimized by re-; 
ferral sales of vacuum cleaners.1 
Mrs. Nelson said she just to­ 
day received complaints of sim­ 
ilar sewing machine sales in 
Oakland. 
“This is how the referral 
plan works,” Mrs. Nelson said | 
“The smooth-talking salesman; 
makes an appointment to call 
at the house when both hus­ 
band and wife will be home. 


He uses the names of another 
couple, friends or relatives, as 
an introduction. These friends 
have ‘referred’ him. Sometimes 
the friends write or phone you 
ahead of his visit. The salesman 
may pay you to listen to him 
give a demonstration. He may 
tell you he is selling nothing, 
but is advertising in the home 
instead of on television or in 
magazines. He offers to pay you 
a certain sum for each new 
friend or relative you refer to 
him as a potential customer. 
“By this means, he urges, 
you can make sorcm money — 
maybe enough money — maybe 
more than enough money to 
completely pay for the item 
he has demonstrated — a vac­ 
uum cleaner, a water softener, 
a hi-fi tape recorder, whatever, 
Of course, you will have to 
sign some papers, he explains. 
“Don’t sign!” Mrs. Nelson 
warned. “If you do, you will 
sign yourself into a promise to 
pay several hundred dollars at 


high interest rates. The sales­ 
man’s promise to pay for your 
friends’ and relatives’ names 
will be completely separate and 
much less binding than your 
promise to pay for the item be­ 
ing purchased.” 
Mrs. Nelson’s office has cam­ 
paigned against referral sales 
programs for several months, 
working closely with the Con­ 
sumer Frauds Division of the 
Attorney General’s Office, the 
Division of Corporations, and 
local law enforcement agencies.

The average woman placed 
in tem porary jobs bv Graham's 
firm is 37, married, has two 
children and may work at ten 
different assignments in a vear. 


This corresponds with a re­ 
cent report from the Women's 
Bureau of the United States 
Department 
of Labor, which 
shows that the typical woman 
part-time w orker is married 
and betw-een 35 and 44 years 
of age. 
But many of the regulars! 
placed by G raham ’s firm are 
considerably older. “We have 
our share of grandmothers,” he 
said. 
He said temporary’ jobs were 
particularly inviting to older; 
! women because they often had 
trouble getting regular jobs on; 
a full-time basis. 
“But when 
employers need

DETROIT TPP— Motorists can volved, motorists can be e * 
thank the woman driver for the 
fact that the day of the road­ 
side stop for a flat tire is re­ 
treating into history. 
T hat’s the word from the na­ 
tion's biggest producer of tires 
(Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co.) 
The company says the fair 
sex can take most of the credit 
for new* advancements in tires 
— such as double-chamber safe­ 
ty tires— simply because they 
dem anded it. 
The company made m arket 
studies and found that the lady 
of the house is handling more 
and more of the family errands 
requiring a car. Her trips are 
usually short but she often puts 
more mileage on the family 
buggy than hubby does. 
Fifty years ago about the 
only control a woman touched 
on a car was the door handle. 
So, at that time there w asn’t 
so much concern about the re- 


Most of the male 
drivers 
were mechanically adept and it 
wasn't such a great problem — 
although it was an annoyance 
even to the males— to change a 
tire. 
In 1905, the life of a tire was 
about 2,000 miles and the cau­ 
tious motorist 
carried three 
spares. By 1912, tires were last­ 
ing 3,500 miles and the num ber 
of spares was cut to two. By 
1935, most tires were good for 
25,000 miles and one spare was 
considered enough. 
But even that im provement 
was nothing like those in re ­ 
cent years. 
And W alter Lee— director of 
tire research and development 
for Goodyear — says women 
drivers are one of tw’o factors 
involved in the recent spurt 
in tire development. 
The growth of turnpikes and 
freeways 
since 
the 
second 
World War, with speeds and 
the length of trips increasing, 
would have surely resulted in 
elimination of the flat tire, re ­ 
gardless of the influence of 
women. 
But— as Lee put it— “I’m the 
first to admit, that women have 
speeded up the process.” 
Speeds would have brought 
the same results eventually, he 
said. 
W ith all of the dangers in- 


trem ely grateful that the tire 
companies decided the w’oman 
was so frail they couldn't let 
her drive a car that was apt to 
have a flat.

CHICAGO «ID — Bathrooms 
— 2.5 of them to a home — 
appear to be a status symbol in 
the suburbs those da vs. 


A Chicago real estate com­ 
pany queried 1,000 homeowTi- 
ers in 10 suburbs, found almost 
half of them wanted this many 
bathrooms. 


Most homeowners who want­ 
ed more bathrooms also w’anted 
bigger ones, replete w’ith color­ 
ed fixtures, vanities, recessed 
radiation, glass stall showers, 
sunlamps, decorative tile and 
all the other trappings of lux­ 
ury. 


Other status symbols in the 
suburbs, judging from the im­ 
portance homeow’ners attached 
to them, included street and 
area names, postlights, ceramic 
coach boys and double garages. 
Asked about the b i g g e r 
things they wanted in their 
next home, 64 per cent of those 
queried wanted more space, 
frequently in the guise of a 
family room generally regard­ 
ed it as the most popular area 
in the house. 
The survey showed surpris­ 
ingly few takers for the highly 
publicized split-level home, at 
least in this area of the country. 
Thirty-eight per cent of those 
queried preferred ranch homes, 
but almost as many voted for 
colonial and other two-story 
homes. 


Those who already owmed 
ranch homes often complained 
that one-floor plans did not ade­ 
quately cut off children’s rooms 
from adult parties. 
Other facts brought out by 
the survey: dining rooms are 
coming back into their own, 
primarily as entertaining areas; 
sm art kitchens are expected to­ 
day; outdoor living areas are 
virtually a must.

SALT-WATER TAFFY was 
born in the 1880s at a New Jer­ 
sey seaside resort. It's been go­ 
ing strong 
ever 
since, 
with 
small fry all over the country 
voting for it. 
What makes this candy win 
friends and influence so many 
youngsters? 
Our guess is that its popu­ 
larity lies in its soft but chewy 
texture, bland flavor and rain­ 
bow colors. 
Dip into a salt-water taffy 
jar! Each pretty piece is in­ 
dividually wrapped in paper 
with twisted ends. To our mind 
salt-water taffy wouldn’t taste 
the same without this tradition­ 
al wrapping. Twirl open the 
ends of the paper between your 
thumbs and fingers, pop the 
sweet morsel into your mouth! 
What color do you choose? 
Colors are often the key to 
flavors. 
A green piece 
may 
savor of mint. Lemon and or­ 
ange taffy, look sunny and their 
flavors may match their names. 
Pink may be for those -who 
favor vanilla, white for those 
who adore almond. 
When we looked into candy- 
making cook books to com­ 
pare recipes for salt-water taf-

ffy, we got a surprise. Author- 
experts such as Professor Wal­ 
ter W. Chenowith and J. H. De- 
Gros include cornstarch. This 
trick is borrowed from commer­ 
cial candy-making and its func­ 
tion is to trap air into the 
mixture during its pulling and 
help control stickiness. 
Our 
recipe is adapted from Pro­ 
fessor Chenowith’s. 
If you make a batch of this 
taffy, work it yourself until it’s 
ready to pull. Then divide the 
candy into 
several 
portions 
and let your small fry go to it. 
A taffy-pulling bee is a grand 
old-fashioned American past­ 
time and kids enjoy every min­ 
ute of it, including the job of 
; wrapping it in waxed paper 
and twisting the ends! 
PINK SALT-WATER TAFFY 
Ingredients: 1 cup sugar, 2 
tablespoons 
corn 
starch, % 
teaspoon salt, % cup light corn 
syrup, % cup water, 2 table­ 
spoons butter or margarine, 2 
teaspoons vanilla, red food col­ 
oring. 
Method: In a medium-sized 
heavy saucepan stir together 
the sugar, cornstarch and salt. 
Add corn syrup, water and but­ 
ter; mix well. Over moderate 
heat bring to a boil, stirring 
constantly, until sugar disol- 
ves. Over the same heat cook 
—without stirring until syrup 
tests 260 degrees on a candy 
thermometer or % 
teaspoon 
of the mixture dropped into 1 
cup of very cold water can be 
formed 
with fingers 
into a 
firm or rather hard but pli­ 
able ball. Remove from heat: 
add vanilla and 2 drops of red 
food coloring; stir gently until 
blended.

After chatting with Doneil 
for a few minutes, Magee went 
with director of nurses Patricia 
Leonard on a tour of the hos­ 
pital to cheer up other patients. 
Magee’s follow staffers at the 
hospital learned only recently 
of his interesting past. He saw 
a movie With a circus back­ 
ground and the next day, d u r­ 
ing a coffee break at the hos­ 
pital, related some of his own 
circus experiences. 
For six years, he told them, 
he led a double life. He worked 
as an orderly in a Southern Cal­ 
ifornia hospital from mid-No­ 
vem ber until the first of April, 
and traveled with a circus tho 
rest of the lime. 
He was 23 when he joined 
i the circus. 


“ 1 wanted to travel,” he 
says, “ and i got mv wish. 
We 
covered 
thousands 
of 
miles every season on a route 
that took us through the en­ 
tire western United States 
and across Canada.” 


Magee was with the Al 


clown. I was an elephant man 
for awhile, too.” 
It was a railroad show and 
played mostly one-day stops, 
With longer Stays in the larger; 
cities. It played San Rafael reg­ 
ularly each season. 
The circus traveled in a spe­ 
cial train of some 50 cars, us­ 
ually in two sections. Magee 
vividly recalls the excitement 
of pulling into a new town 
early in tho morning, seeing 
the dining and cook tents go up 
first, then the menagerie tent j 
and 
big top, and the other! 
tents. 


During one stop In an On­ 
tario town, the circus was in 
the path of a baby cyclone 
which ripped the big top, 
dining and cook tents to piec­ 
es in a few minutes. 


“Fortunately,” ho says, “the 
menagerie tent wasn’t up yet 
and the animals were still in ; 
their cages -so none escaped ! 
But we had to give the show in 
the open until we got a new big 
top.” 
Magee led the double life of 
a clown and orderly from 1933 
until 1939, when the circus was 
taken over by the 
Ringling
